G. Norman Kennedy, at¬ 
torney, representing the sub¬ 
dividers, Frank Arciero, Dr. 
James M. Reames and Henry 
N.uetzel, teed off on the 
Council, asking for immedi¬ 
ate solution to the problems 
facing the subdividers, in 
that they could complete 
their work, sell the real 
estate and retire from the 
area. 

Naming the problems that 
the subdividers faced as far 
as the City was concerned, 
Attorney Kennedy flatly 
stated that they had “gone 
the last mile” and demand¬ 
ed action. 

Lawrence Bevington, City 
Administrator and City En¬ 
gineer was ready with a re¬ 
port from a soils engineering 
firm of H. C. Nikola and As¬ 
sociates, but as quickly 
pointed out by Attorney 
Kennedy this report was not 
in agreement with soils en¬ 
gineers from Western Labor¬ 
atories, representing the sub¬ 
dividers. 

Councilman Parks then 
asked for time, and stated 
that he and the entire Coun¬ 
cil as well as the citizens of 
the community were a little 
weary of this Trasct holding 
the spotlight of the com¬ 
munity for the past couple 
of years, and made a mo¬ 
tion that the entire situation 
be put to an arbitration 
board for solution. 

The American Arbitration 
Association was discussed, 
but when found that their 
services could run as high 
as $600 per day, and that 
they were as much as 6 
months behind on their 
agenda, Councilman Parks 
then amended his motions 
as follows: 

That the City’s retained 
soils engineering firm, 
Nikola, and the soils en¬ 
gineering firm of the sub¬ 
divider, Western Labora¬ 
tories would act as a board 
of arbitration, should they 
not be able to come into 
agreement that a third firm 


be called in and the two to 
one decision of these three 
firms would be the decision 
agreed to by the subdividers 
and the City. 

Attorney Kennedy then 
asked for a 15 minute re¬ 
cess on the subject, that he 
might disauss this with his 
clients, and Mayor Aber- 
nethy so ordered. 

Upon returning to the 
chambers, Attoriney Ken¬ 
nedy offered the following 
counter proposal: that the 
two engineering firms as 
above stated be used, and 
that within 24 hours a third 
soils engineering firm be 
named by these two firms 
to constitute the board of 
three. If within this time 
they could not select a third 
member, that he as the sub¬ 
divider’s attorney, and Mr. 
Charles Martin as the City 
Attorney would within 24 
hours select the third firm, 
if they were unable to come 
to agreement, that Judge 
Nobel, judicial judge of the 
area would then pick the 
third member, and that 
within a period of not more

One Year Excise Tax Payment 

Sierra Madre Telephone 
Users Pay $125,000 Tax 

California Water & Telephone Company subscribers 
in the Sierra Madre Exchange can save in excess of 
$125,000 on their total telephone bills during the 12 months 


of 1966, according to Henry 
Schuil, the firm’s division 
manager. 

This saving, starting on 
January 1, 1966, anticipates 
favorable congressional ac¬ 
tion in line with President 
Johnson’s recommendati o n 
to reduce the 10 percent tele¬ 
phone service excise taxes 
by 70 per cent. The savings 
indicated, Schuil said, are 
based upon the taxes paid 
by Sierra Madre subscribers 
for the 12-month period end¬ 
ing April 30, 1965 when they 
and the balance of the Cali¬ 
fornia Water & Telephone 
customers in the Monrovia 
Division operation paid a 
total of $673,265 in telephone 
service excise taxes. 

“The company and its em¬ 
ployees in this area are very 
happy,” Schuil said, “to wit¬ 
ness the results of our con¬ 
centrated efforts in alerting 
the general public to the 
fact that the discriminating 
telephone service excise tax 
adopted more than 22 years 
ago as a 'temporary luxury 
tax’ will not become a per¬ 
manent tax in the coming 
Federal budget.” The mana¬ 
ger stated, "The cooperation 
of the news media, and 
especially the Sierra Madre 


News, in publishing the 
facts about this particular 
excise tax, resulted in an 
overwhelming response in 
which our subscribers indi¬ 
cated to their Congressional 
Representatives that prompt 
action was necessary. 

“We were extremely grati¬ 
fied with the action taken 
by those members of Con¬ 
gress, particularly from the 
districts in which our Com¬ 
pany provides telephone 
service,” Schuil said, "and 
in this area, especially to 
both Congressmen Lipscomb 
and Cameron who demon¬ 
strated sincere, non-partisan 
attitudes in their support 
for, and recognition of, long 
overdue legislation by their 
introduction and sponsor-

Consolidation, or the phil¬ 
osophy that “bigness” leads 
to ultimate economy and 
efficiency, is often proposed 
as the ultimate solution to 
California’s most pressing 
problems. 

Not long ago we had the 
attempt to lump all Los An¬ 
geles County School districts 
into one giant district; and 
now we are faced with the 
same proposal for our court 
system, a measure which 
would consolidate all of Los 
Angeles County’s 23 Munich 
Court districts into one dis¬ 
trict, with a vastly more 
centralized court operation. 

The municipal court con¬ 
solidation plan, passed by 
the County Board of Super¬ 
visors (by a 3-2 vote) and 
introduced in the Legisla¬ 
ture by Senator Thomas 
Rees, purports to be a means 
of saving untold thousands 
of dollars, and relieving lo¬ 
cal judges from “ribbon cut¬ 
ting” and other time con¬ 
suming ceremonial pres¬ 
sures of small-town politics. 

Unfortunately, neither the 
Board of Supervisors not 
Senator Rees has yet dem¬ 
onstrated that any concrete 
savings would result from 
such a sweeping change. As 
to the emancipation of 
judges from small town in¬ 
fluences, I have never heard 
that running for judicial of¬ 
fice at the local level con¬ 
stituted such a problem. 

In reality, the only change 
I see coming from such a 
consolidation plan would be 
to give the Board of Super¬ 
visors greater power over 
the judiciary, and make le¬ 
gal proceedings infinitely 
more complex and expensive 
for the general public. 

Instead of conducting our 
courts of justice In the com¬ 
munities where the people 
live, the plan proposes to 
force the people to bring 
their local problems to nine 
central court areas. 

In my opinion, costs and 
Inconveniences would be 
multiplied, as whole bri¬ 
gades of local lawyers, plain¬ 
tiffs, defendants, police offi¬ 
cers, witnesses, experts and 
jurors traveled to distant and 
diverse cities in search of 
justice. 

While it is conceivable 
that such travel and con¬ 
fusion could make for some 
"paper savings” in the coun¬ 
ty budget and may have the 
political effect of making 
the Supervisors appear "bud¬ 
get minded,” these dubious 
gains would be completely 
overshadowed by the cost to 
the litigants and to our in¬ 
dependent cities. 

I do not argue that our 
present municipal court sys¬ 
tem is perfect, or that eno- 
nomies and efficiencies can 
not be effected. Such 
changes (as those proposed 
recently by the League of 
California Cities) can and 
should be considered and 
acted upon. However, the 
massive consolidation pro¬ 
posed by the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors is hardly a solu¬ 
tion.

Dear Editor; 

I have read the Tentative 
R-3, R-P Ordinance dated 
May 13, 1965, and would like 
to comment on three provi¬ 
sions. Sec. 9446 Area per 
dwelling unit: The land 
area per dwelling unit is in¬ 
creased from 1500 to 1800 
square feet. 

Sec. 9450 Parking require¬ 
ments: Calls for two parking 
spaces per unit, one of 
which must be covered. In 
addition, one guest parking 
space is required for each 
five units. 

Sec. 9455 Floor area: Units 
must be 850 square feet 
each, 25 per cent may be not 
less than 600 square feet. 

I am a real estate ap¬ 
praiser, and in the course of 
business have occasion to in¬ 
spect and evaluate in excess 
of one hundred million dol¬ 
lars of property each year. 
A large portion of these 
properties consist of multi¬ 
ple dwellings, and the area 
covered includes most of 
Southern California. I am 
sure others engaged in this 
business will agree on the 
following facts. 

1. The vast majority of 
apartments in our part of 
the country are subject to a 
restriction of 1500 square feet 
per unit, land area, or less. 
To require more lot footage 
per unit is merely an arbi¬ 
trary restriction hav i n g 
nothing to do with the 
proper design or develop¬ 
ment of acceptable units. 

2. The vast majority of 
cities in Southern California 
do not require two for one 
parking. A great many re¬ 
quire less than one space per 
unit; most require one space 
per unit, a few require one 
and one-half per unit, and a 
very few require two park¬ 
ing spaces per unit. Regard¬ 
less of what the particular 
requirement may be, the 
great majority of apartment 
house owners contacted in 
all areas report that one 
and one-half spaces per 
unit, including guest park¬ 
ing, is entirely adequate, if 
not overly generous. It is 
one thing to insist on two 
plus spaces, with entirely 
good intentions, b,ut the 
renting public just does not 
fill all of these spaces. There 
is nothing more unsightly 
than parking areas, used or 
not, and one questions the 
advisability of an arbitrary 
standard which again has 
no relationship to the mar¬ 
ket demand. 

3. A minimum apartment 
floor area of 850 sq. ft. (with 
the 600 sq. ft. exception for 
25 per cent of the units) 
again is not found in the 
overwhelming majority of 
apartments. I am referring, 
o f course, t o successful 
apartments only. Our figures 
indicate that after eliminat¬ 
ing dingbat bare minimum 
living units at one end, 
and Beverly Hills type lux¬ 
ury apartments, the apart¬ 
ment sizes in virtually every 
community run as follows: 

Bachelor apartments—350 
to 550 sq. ft. Typical—425 
to 450. 

One bedrooms—450 to 650 
sq. ft. Typical—525 to 550. 

Two bedrooms—650 to 850 
sq. ft. Typical—725 lo 750. 

Three bedrooms—850 to 
1200 sq. ft. Typical—varied. 

Every person has his own 
ideas as to the type and 
size of apartment he would 
want, personally, and pre¬ 
sumably wants every one 
else to live in a similar unit. 
This is human nature. There 
are, of course, exceptions to 
the above figures, but facts 
are facts. Successful, well 
occupied, handsome and 
competing apartment houses 
operating within the frame-

work of the give and take of 
our free enterprise system, 
and offering rentals attrac¬ 
tive in price to every one, 
must be the goal of the fi¬ 
nally adopted ordinance. 

There is, and will be, a 
need here for units of all 
types. We now have units of 
all types. Some are excep¬ 
tionally nice, most are quite 
attractive, a few ore fairly 
minimum. None of the new¬ 
er apartments, in my opin¬ 
ion, are eyesores which de¬ 
tract from our community, 
the statements of one or two 
on the Planning Commission 
notwithstanding. In short, 
the multiple dwellings 
which have been built un¬ 
der the present ordinance 
are those demanded by the 
market place. You cannot 
legislate esthetics any more 
than you can legislate broth¬ 
erly love or happiness. I 
have seen photographs and 
specifications of apartments 
in Moscow, all built to gov¬ 
ernment requirements with¬ 
out regard for the desires of 
the occupants. They are, 
without exception, miserable 
housing. 

Arbitrary, discriminatory 
and confiscatory regulations 


imposed upon the American 
free enterprise system — the 
law of supply and demand, 
can only work irreparable 
harm to our town. Either 
units will no longer be built, 
as needed, or even mom 
likely, they will be hull/ 
solely with an eye to foot¬ 
age at the sacrifice of de¬ 
sign and quality. This is the 
certain result of some of the 
provisions in the tentative 
ordinance if the apartments 
are to be priced so they will 
rent. 

I would strongly urge the 
City Council, in its review of 
the tentative ordinance, to. 
keep this in mind. A
